No. 22.— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
37 of the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (I of 1944), 
the Central Government is pleased to direct that the 
following further amendments shall be made m the Central 
Excise Rules, 1944, namely: — 

In the said Rules, for clause (ii) of Rule 2, the following 
shall be substituted, namely : — 

‘‘(ii) ‘Collector’ means — i 

(a) in the province of Boijnbay and in the Central Provin- 
ces and Berar, the Collector of Central Excise Bombay; 

(b) in the provinces of Madras and Coorg, the Co 1 lector 
of Central Excise, Madras;' 
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(c) in the provinces of West Bengal, Bihar and Orissa, 
the Collector of Central Excise, Calcutta; 

(d) in the United Provinces, East Punjab, Delhi, and 
Ajmer-Merwara, the Collector of Central Excise, Allahabad; 

(e) in the province of Assam, the Collector of Central 
Excise, Shillong; 

and includes any officer specially authorised under rule 4 
or 5 to exercise throughout a province, or any specified area 
therein, all or any of the powers of a Collector under these 
rules;”.
